An attempt to assassinate Mr. Yorke, Dopnuty 
Commissioner of the Shanghai himicipal Police, was made by 
two desperadoes yesterday morning in a lane off Yu Yuen Road. 
Mr. Yorke returned the fire. The exchange of shots had 
no result. 

Describing the attack, Mr. Yorke stated that having 
boarded his motor car in front of his house, he gave orders 
to his chauffeur to drive into town. When the car had gone 
about 20 metres from the place where the lane joins Yu Yven 
Road, Mr. Yorke noticed in the middle of the lane two Chinese 
well dressed in white flannel foreign suits, who, upon seeing 
the car, placed their hands in their clothing. Mr. Yorke, 
who unas been with the S.M.P. for 27 years, made no mistake 
about the meaning of their action. Ho immediately picked 
up his own pistol which was lying by his side and opened 
° re at his assailants at the same moment that the latter 

egan to fire. 

As the motor car was continuing on its way, Mr. Yorke's 
aim was necessarily not so precise but it sufficiently upset 
the assailants for their shots missed their mark. The 
chauffeur succecded in driving out of the lane which was 
descrted at the time. 

Mr. Yorke fired seven shots at the two men. One 
of them fled towards the end of the lene, the other went 
towards Yu Yuen Roca where he ran into tho arms of a Japanese 
gendarme who scizod him and disappeared with him ina 
westorly dircction. 

Heving no more cartridges, Mr. Yorke procecded to 
Bubbling Well Police Staticn to make a report and afterwards 
he loft immediately for his office at Polico H:adquarters,. 
Three bullet marks were found on the cars one in tho front 
mud-guard and the other two in the left-hand door. One 
of the bullots aftor having passed through tho door was 
embedded in the back scat 4 few contimetres from the spot 
where Mr. Yorke was scatede 

If peia assassins are aiming high, they should 
recognize thet their task will be moro difficult than that 
of attacking poor dcefenceloss and terrorized Chincso. It 
is recalled that when Licut. P. Blenchet, Chief of the Fronch 
Police, was attacked, he single-handed gave battle to six 
assailants and succecdod in gutting them to flight although 
he wes wounded in two placcs"s one in the shouidur and onc 
in his sido, :
